W a rsa w, May 25.— The J ew ish dis­ 
turba nces are still in progress.

persons ha ve a lrea dy been killed and 
100 wounded, nineteen seriously . 
The 
da m a ge to property ha s been consid­ 
era ble. 
There ha s beon no pilla ging, 
but the destruction of the furniture in 
the va rious houses nas been a bsolute. 
The mob, armed with a x es, sm a shed 
the doors and windows and brought 
the furniture out on the streets, where 
they broke it into sm a ll pieces. 
The 
ow ners of the furniture, in a ttem pting 
to defend their belongings, were a t­ 
ta cked. bea ten and even killed. K nives 
and revolvers were used freely and 
many persons were terrioly injured. 
The a uthorities took no steps to pre­ 
vent the riots until la te la st night, 
when the C ossa cks fired on the crowds 
at tw o points, wounding four persons. 
The correspondent of the A ssocia ted 
P ress spent severa l hours in the dis­ 
turbed district, but did not see a single 
a ctive policem a n. 
Pa trols occa siona lly 
appeared, but they regarded the pro­ 
ceedings a s m erely specta tors. 
The cha ra cter of the disturba nces is 
unprecedented. 
The whole affair Is a 
conflict between the respecta ble J ew ­ 
ish Socia list cla sses and the disrepnta 
ble J ew ish elem ent. 
There a re eon- 
flirting stories a s to the origin of the 
trouble. 
One report is to the effect 
tha t the respecta ble J ew s, tired of 
hea ring the m em bers of their race 
ca lled keepers of disorderly houses, 
thieves and usurers and other oppro- 
bious na m es, resolved, a s the police 
were receiving bribes for protecting 
disreputa ble houses and persons, to 
ta ke the m a tter into their own hands.

ha s 
it 
that 
J ew ish 
roughs, in the guise of m em bers of the 
bund, were levy ing bla ckm a il 
upon 
shopkeepers, thus enra ging the Socia l­ 
ists. 
In any ca se. Socia lists seem 
ingly determ ine« on a crusa de a ga inst 
the undesira ble persons of their own 
ra ce 
with the -esult that crowds of 
men and boy s are now sy stem a tica lly 
ruining the disreputa ble houses. 
Ex t 
ordinary scenes were w itness­ 
ed la te last night when the crowds vis 
ited the better section of the city and 
dem olished a pa rtm ents filled with eost- 
ly 
effects. 
W ardrobes, 
pia nos 
and 
mirrors were thrown out of the w in­ 
dows. 
The mob in the streets left 
open spa ces for the fa lling a rticles 
and then com pleted the work of de­ 
struction. 
In one pla ce a qua ntity of 
va lua ble J ewelry wa s ta ken out and 
delibera tely sm a shed with stones. 
The whole aVair was ca refully or­ 
ga nized. 
The lea ders were supplied 
with the a ddresses of the ow ners of 
disreputa ble houses, and sca rcely a 
single resort in W a rsa w esca ped de 
struction.

D rivers’ union, and J ohn Donohue, a 
m em ber of the sa m e union, had re­ 
fused to a nsw er questions which could 
not In any way connect them with any 
crim ina l proceedings, and they were 
therefore in contem pt of court. 
He 
sentenced both men to J ail, but a llowed 
them to rem a in in nominal custody in 
the ha nds of United Sta tes Marshal 
Am es for five da y s in order that their 
a ttorney s may perfect a review on ha ­ 
bea s corpus proceedings before a n­ 
other federa l judge. 
The mon will be 
held in a hotel for the five da y s in 
cha rge of tw o deputy m a rsha ls. 
The strike has not spread to.a n y 
grea t ex tent, and there is pra ctica lly 
no disorder. 
A number of the lumber 
firms made a few deliveries, but did 
not a ttem pt a ny thing like their nor­ 
mal a mount of business. 
For the first 
tim e stnce the com m encem ent of the 
strike a la rge number of coal wa gons 
handled by colored tea m sters pa ssed 
through the down-town streets without 
police protection. 
None of them was 
m olested in any way . 
The la rge Sta te 
street stores a lso made deliveries, go­ 
ing even into the outskirts of the city 
without guards, and no trouble wa s ex ­ 
perienced. 
M ay or Dunne and C hief of Police 
O’N eill ha ve not met with the response 
ex pected when they ca lled for, 1 ,000 
volunteers for a dditiona l 
policem en. 
N ot over 100 men responded, and only 
three-qua rters of these proved a ccept­ 
able. 
In the lumber districts severa l con­ 
cerns when offered police protection 
refused to a ccept it, sa y ing that it wa s 
not possible for them to ma ke deliv­ 
eries unless their wa gons were guard­ 
ed by soldiers. 
Chief of Police O’N eill 
replied that he would Dot force officers 
on them and that they could wa it for 
soldiers if they so desired, but tha t he 
would ca use their y a rds and the terri­ 
tory around them to be patrolled by 
his officers. 
There is no apparent prospect in 
a ny direction of a settlem ent of the 
strike.

The )>artifular group 
which n ature has adapted to infect 
the roots of legnininous plants (peas 
bean s,” etc, promises to become, at tin 
distan t date, an im portant factor in 
agricn lture. 
The 
conception 
that 
these 
m y riads 
of 
protein -builders 
could be enlisted in the work of m ain ­ 
tain in g and ex tending the av ailable 
sources of the w orld’s food supply is 
to some not so new as to be startlin g. 
The researches of sev eral famous G er­ 
man scientists, notably Nobbc 
and 
H iltn er, showed nearly * a decade ago 
the ]>ossibiiltios along this line. 
“ A fter try in g numerous com bin a­ 
tions, the key note was struck in the j 
omisssion from 
the 
medium of all 
combined nitrogen , forcing the bac­ 
teria to utilize, for their v ery ex ist­ 
ence, the nitrogen in the air about 
them. 
A further step was made i n j 
finding that Hus medium need not be 
solidified w ith gelatin e, as was pre­ 
v iously supposed. 
The produrti« n of 
a pure culuro in liq uid form was of 
v ital importance, as influencing the 
effectiv e power of the organisms and. 
the ultim ate method of distribution . 
“ The liq uid culture, furtherm ore, 
renders possible a manner of distrib u­ 
tion at once 
simple and effectiv e. 
Using an absorbent, such as cotton, 
the bacteria are taken up, and. after 
the cotton is carefully * dried, they re ­ 
m ain dorm an t in much the same way 
as seeds, w aitin g for the proper con ­ 
dition s to rev iv e them. 
When again 
immersed in w ater, ev en after a y ear’s 
in terv al, grow th is prom ptly resumed. 
It thus becomes an easy m atter to send 
to any q uarter of the world a dry cul­ 
ture, whose action , un der the proper 
conditions, can he predicted w ith as 
much certain ty as that of y east eu! 
tures or y east 
cakes, so commonly 
used as leav en. 
To hastou the growth 
of the organisms, it was found ozped- 
ient. to fn rn ish w ith the cotton starter | 
certain n utrien t salts, carefully pro j 
portioned to the am ount of 
liq uid, 
culture to he prewired.

thus supplied, tw o day s giv es a growth 
of bacteria sufficient to change clear 
water to a milky liq uid, ready to treat 
seed or so il.”
